An Account of « Deſign of poiſoning the PRINCE 
f ORANGE 


Here is a Man of Lunenburg Wolfenbattel, who be- 

ing fallen in Debt in Amſterdam, upon his Father's 
Death, Nis Brother taking no Care of him, was put in 
Priſon and brought extream low ; 7 he was brought 
out-by the means of a Friend : And ſoon after a Man 
who pretended to know _ and to haye ſeen. _ be- 
Ku, - $23, ore, 
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fore, (though the Germar belieyes he never ſaw him) 
ſheym |: a0 take |pitty 'on him, ſeeing} him(ina/Coffees 
ouſe,-and gave him a Ducatoon, and, promiſed he 
it Wrethwvant; ſolre entfediintd a greatfamiliarity 
with hin, but. would-never let him, know, where he 
lodged, only he gave him Appointments in Coffee- 
Houſes and Taverns, and fed him from time to time 
. with Mony : At laſt, after ſome weeks, he dre him 
into a ſecret Walk inthe Grounds that are'not yet built; 
and ask*d him if he had a Heart to doa hold Thing ? The 
German ſaid he had, if it were not ſuch a Thing as 
might bring him toa Scaffold. The other ſaid,” There 
was no Danger, only it would require'a little hardineſs. 
Then, he ask'd an Oath of the German, [That he 'would 
either do that which he was to propole to hint, or pre- 
ſently go out of the Country. The German ſaid, He 
could not go out of the Country, for he had no Moy : 
And then he gave him eight Ducats in Gold,' and gicg | 

he ſwore the Oath : So the other propoſed to him [the 
poiſoning the Prince of Orange : that ſtartled him, but 
apprehending he ſhould be killed if he refuſed it, he 
undertook it. The other told him, That in the laft 
Age Men had tried Stabbing or Shooting, 'but theſe 
were dangerous Things, Poiſoning was a ſafe and fare 
way : He added, That he ſhould have 3ooo Piſtols in 
hand, and a Fortune beſides. The German ask*'d, From 
whom ? The other, who called himſelf Core, and 
ſpoke French like a Stranger, but the German cannot 
judg what Nation he was of ; the other, I ſay, faid-to 
to him, That if he had the Mony, he was not concern'd 
know from whence it came. In ſhort, he made a Pro- 
poſition to the German, giving him a Quill with a Wa- 
terin it, carefully ſtop'd, and told him, that he (the 
German) lodged in the Houſe of an inconſiderable

Man, of whom ao regard. would be: had ; and if he 
would cat the-Quit, ;{o 'that one drop of the Liquor fell 
intoany thing, that his-L2ndlord was to drink,he would 
be certainly dead before to Morrow ; and if he would 
begin with him, one ſhould come tohim to ſuch a place 
to Morrow, having a'white Feathewan his Hat, who 
ſhould deliver him 1500 Piſtols, and inftruQt him how 
to manage the Poiſoning the Prince, which he ſhould 
find would'be. caſy and ſafe ; then upon his{goitig on 
he ſhould have the reſt of the Mony. . The Germar 
went Home, but was ſtruck with Horror, and fo res 
ſolved.to keep that part'gt his: Oath of going out. of the 
Country 3. yet he ſhew'd another his Gold and told him 
of. his going. Home :: But. from .0ſnaburgh he writ. to 
one about the, Prince ; this: hapned in the beginning of 
March wit $9 he was deſired to come back, which he 
did, and:the, Matter being :brought; mto the Conrt:of 
Holand, ,upen an Oath of Secrel[y,. Mr,” Halepyn.Depus» 
ty..of Dort; and another, were 1ent with him. ro Am 
erdam; they found: many collateral Confirmations of 
part of his Story, but no ſuch Man could be ſeen in all 
the Places where he had met with .him formerly. ; the 
Germen.came'to'the Hague, and- being in the Fair, ſee- 
ing one of the. Shews, and a; ;Daxe: with him, as they 
came out 'in a.huge Crowd, the German complain'd that 
one ſtruck him on the Breaſt with a Battoon : But this 
-was not.minded till-they were quite out, and he found 
one. had ſtruck at him, '-as-it ſeems, with a Srzilletto un- 
der the left Pap, his Cloak and Coat were cut, and.the 
Wound proved but a ſlight Scratch ; the Quill with the 
Poiſon in it ſealed, is in the. Court. It ſeems, a German 
was thought a fit Tool, being of a Nation that would 
not be eaſily ſuſpeted ; and the putting it on a Lutheran 
would have been thought a. Maſter-piece. - I give _

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this Account, which T will Aafwer for, to ſatisfy ſome 


of your Friends, both Here and in Zaglavd, who will 
corhopsdefire to know the Certainty of this Matter. 


A Relation from the City of Orange of a Crown of 


Light that was there ſeen in the Air, the 6th of 
ay, 1688, 


O*\ the 6th of May, 1665, when his Royal High. 
neſs, the Prince of Orange, took Poſſeſſion of 
that Principality, and whilſt his Deputy Mr. Z:sle- 
chem was taking the Oath of Allegiance of all the Peo- 
ple in the Prince's Nameqwhich was done in the Fields, 
in the Encloſure of che old Roman' Cirque that yer re- 
mains; over the Chair of State that was ſet there for 
the Prince, a Crown -of Light appear'd in the Air, 
and hover'd over the Chair.aboye an hour: And: now 
this Year, 1688, the ſame day of the Month, in the 
ſame place, the like Crown 'appear'd and <ontirmed 
there Sore hours, all the People of Orange looking on 
all the difference between this Years Crown, and that 
of 1665, being, that this had an Edg of Red about it. 
This is writfrom Oraxge by an old Profeſſor of Phyſick, 
that is paſt ſixty, and not apt to take things -upon truſt ; 
he writes that he himſelf, as well as all the Town, 
look'd on it for above two hours with great admiration 
of that ſtrange Meteor. An account of that ſtrange 
Meteor in 1665, is related by Aitrema in his 5th Tome, 
fol. 595. wellatteſted, and he is a good Author. 
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
